SANITARY BOARD ACTIVITY. 


_ At'the Magistracy to-day, before Oom- 
mander Hastings, Ghoy Ola, as excontor 
at Ohoy Leong Shai (deceased), was charged 
with committing a bresch of Byelaw No. 5, 
made under Section 13 of Ordinance 15 of 
1894, in not keeping the backyards of Nos, 
28 and 28 Gage Btrest, clear of obatrac- 
tion. 

Dr Olark 
and Mr V. 
Chan. . 

John Readdie, Inspeator of Nuisences, 
spoke to visiting the houses recently 
and to noticing obtructions in the back- 
yards. ‘The obstruction at 26 Gago, Street 
was n.tile shed and the area of the 
obstruction was 9 feet 4 inches. ‘The 
obstruction at 28 Gage Stroot extended to 
i feet 4 inches. In ‘cross-examinativa by 
Mr Deacon, ho admitted thnt 3 feet 6 
inches a4 allogad by the Ordinance, had to 
come off at No, 26, which lett 6 fest 10ivehos, 
and that 3 feet 6 inches had also t come 
off the obstruction at No. 28, which left 7 
feat 10 Lnchos obstruction. 

Mr Deacon's defence was that the horses 
had beon awnod by Choy Chan since 26th 
Auguat, 1885, when he purchased them for 
$12,000. These so-called obstructions 
exietod ot that date, and they had vever 
been altered, added to or ameuded from 
that date down to the present. He con- 
tonded that Byslaw No. 5, and the Ox 
dinance No. 15 of 1894, under which tho 
Byolaw was made, not being retrospective 
in their operations, could nut apply to 
houses which were not altercd since the Or- 
dinanco and Byelawa were passed. Mr Dea- 
con quoted Devarris ou Ststutes, Maxwoll 
ou Statutes, and the Law Times Report, 
and was proceeding with further authori- 
ties, when tho Magistrate said that he 
must auccoed if he proved that the ebstruc~ 
tions were in oxiatence before the Ordin- 
ance or the Byelaws, waro pasiod, and had 
not been altered. 

Me Dencon thon called ovideuce as tothe 
facts.

TRE JAPANESE IN FORMOSA. 
‘BRITISH INFERESTS 1N THE ISLAND, 
It-is acarcely an exaggeration to ay that, 


commeroially speaking, Engliahmon disco- 
vorod Formoss. They started tho tea trado, 
which has attained euch great dimensions, 
and developed the sugar and camphor 
trade, It is an open secret that China was 
‘wilting to cedo the island to us, to save it 
from Japan, ond that the iahabitants woold 
have acquiosoad in tha transfer ; but poli- 
tios were complicated at tho time, and the 
Japanese solution scomed to offer the line of 
loast resistance. It is scarcely oxggeration, 
again, to say that Japan owes Formosa to 
England ; for if. England bad said weSwill 
join in protecting Chinese integrity in the 
north, on condition that you protect it.in 
the south, one can hardly doubt that 
Formosa would havo remained Ohinece. 
Our reward sooms to be that. we are to bo 
‘regulated ’ out of the island.. A Japaneso 
merchant frankly admitted lately, in con- 
versation with a Hongkong contemporary, 
that that should, ia his opinion, be the 
object pursued, Competing against for- 
eignors, he thought tho * Japanese would 
have_no chance, . Tt we let. bia 
(the foreigner) como in and trada on equal 
terms, we will have no fair share of tho 
trade, If wo drive him out, we will con- 
trol it, Why. should we not? Vorily, 
why not? Who expects gratitude from 
nations? But if, it may be repeated, there 
bad been no statesman at our Foreign Office, 
the thing might have been rondered im- 
possible by proagrooment, ‘If wo ac- 
quiesco in your occupation of Formosa, it 
must’ be:on the understanding that ex!
